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Preface 


This report provides a detailed statistical presentation of work stoppage activity in 
government in 1976. For statistical purposes the situations included in this report have 
been deemed to fall within the Bureau's definition of a work stoppage. This decision 
does not constitute a legal determination that a work stoppage has taken place in vio- 
lation of any law or public policy. 

Data include all stoppages lasting a full day or shift or longer and involving six workers 
or more. Data on stoppages and workers involved refer to all stoppages beginning in the 
year: days idle refer to all stoppages in effect during the year. 

Data for prior years are available in Work Stoppages in Government, 1958-68 (Report 
348). Government Work Stoppages, 1960, 1969, and 1970; Work Stoppages in Govern- 
ment, 1972 (Report 434): 1973 (Report 437). 1974 (Report 453); and 1975 (Report 
483).

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Work Stoppages in Government, 1976 


The nationwide labor relations structure present in the 
private sector is lacking in the public sector. Public sector 
workers are covered by State legislation that differs in ap- 
proach and intent. Of the 38 States which have statutory 
collective bargaining systems governing their public employ- 
ees, only 7 permit government workers a limited right to 
strike. The remaining States prohibit work stoppages in the 
public sector altogether. Some provide for compulsory 
impasse procedures, such as factfinding and binding ar- 
bitration. However, whether or not a State mandates a 
collective bargaining system, and whether the system 
permits or prohibits strikes, appears to be less significant in 
influencing the decision to call a walkout than those factors 
which influence strike decisions in the private sector: The 
level of consumer prices and real wages; the national and 
local unemployment rates: comparisons with other workers’ 
wages, hours, and working conditions; the financial con- 
dition of the employer; and public opinion. 


Summary 


All major indicators of work stoppage activity decreased 
in the public sector between 1975 and 1976. Government 
employees faced with massive layoffs in some cities, high 
local unemployment rates. municipal financial crises, and 
public resistance to higher taxes engaged in 100 fewer 
strikes in 1976 (378) than in the peak year of 1975 (table 
1). This is the lowest number of stoppages recorded in | 
year since 1970, with the exception of 1971 and 1972 
when wage-price controls were in effect. The number of 
public workers who walked off their jobs in 1976 declined 
by 43 percent from 1975. Days of idleness attributable to 
labor disputes fell by one-quarter compared with the 
2.2 million days lust in 1975. 

Both the idleness rate (0.04 percent of working time) 
and the participation rate (1.2 percent) of government 
employees decreased to pre-1975 levels. 

In 1975, employee involvement in strikes was 2.2 per- 
cent of employment among all industries and in the public 
sector. However, in 1976, as in earlier years, the participa- 
tion rate among all industries was higher than in the public 
sector. 

On the average, public sector stoppages in 1976 were 
larger than disputes among all industries. In 11 of the 19 
years between 1958 and 1976, relatively more public 
employees participated in each stoppage than did workers 
in both the private and public sector. This was partly due 
to the large walkouts staged by State employees in those 
11 years. 


Local government stoppages were longer in 1976 (10.5 
duys per worker) than in 1975 (7.6 days). Because most 
government strikes occur at the local level, the duration 
(as measured by days of idleness per worker) for all govern- 
ment strikes increased to 9.4 days from 6.9 days in 1975. 
The average length of stoppages was the only measure of 
public sector strike activity to increase in 1976. 


Level of government 


Historically and in 1976, work stoppage activity in local 
government far surpassed levels for Federal and State gov- 
ernments. In only 3 years 1972, 1962, 1959 did the pro- 
portion of government stoppages at the local level fall 
below 90 percent. A higher proportion of local than State 
government workers have participated in work stoppages 
over the years. In 1975, 2.9 percent of the local employees 
struck compared to 2.1 percent of the State employees, and 
in 1976, the proportion was 1.6 percent compared to 1.0 
percent. While 1975 saw the highest percentage of local 
workers on strike, the 1.0 percent for State workers in 
1976 ranks that year among the highest for State worker 
involvement: Other high years were 1975 (2.1 percent) 
and 1972 (1.0 percent). Since 1974, the gap between 
State and local worker involvement has narrowed. Except 
for 1972, the participation rates of State and local govern- 
ment workers have not been so close since 1964. 

Over the 1975-76 period, all major measures of labor 
dispute activity in local government declined (table 3). 
The number of local walkouts in 1976 was down about 
one-fifth from the 35-year high of 446 recorded in 1975, 
and the number of workers involved in these walkouts was 
down about two-fifths. Days of idleness decreased by 
about one-fifth. 

A comparison of major work stoppages (those involving 
10,000 workers or more) in 1975 and 1976 explains both 
the lower worker participation and idleness levels in local 
government in general, and city government in particular. 
There was only one major city government strike in 
1976—in New York City. The public hosnital dispute in New 
York City accounted for a very small fraction of all local 
government strikers and days idle in 1976 relative to two 
very large and long city government stoppages in 1975. 

County government experienced a rise in all three major 
indicators uf work stoppage activity. A 34-percent increase 
in labor disputes between 1975 and 1976 brought the num- 
ber of stoppages to 59. The number of workers who par- 
ticipated in these disputes (27,000 in 1976) almost 
doubled. More significantly, days of idleness (306,000) 
was almost triple the 1975 level. 


In 1976, the relative decline in State work stoppage 
measures was caused by absolute decreases at the State level 
and marked increases at the county level. Almost two- 
thirds of the 34,000 State workers who struck and over 
two-fifths of the 148,000 days idle caused by State govern- 
ment strikes were attributable io a major work stoppage 
in Massachusetts. 


Government function 


The increased numbers of workers and days idle in 
strikes involving administrative services, hospital and health 
services, and the construction and maintenance of streets 
and highways were traceable to two major stoppages in 
1976 (table 4). Many striking government workers in Mas- 
sachusetts fulfilled administrative service functions. They 
accounted for more than four-fifths of all administrative 
service strikers and almost one-half of all days idle because 
of disputes involving this function. All of the New York 
City government workers who participated in a major 
stoppage in 1976, as well as some of the Massachusetts 
strikers, worked in the health field. More than three- 
quarters of the workers and one-half of the days idle in the 
health services field were accounted for by these two stop- 
pages. To a lesser extent, the increased strike activity in 
the street and highway sector between 1975 and 1976 
resulted from a labor dispute among street and highway 
employees in Massachusetts. 

All strike measures in education declined in 1976. 
There were 90 fewer disputes, along with a decline of al- 
most two-thirds in workers ard almost one-half in idleness 
attributable to disputes among education employees. 
A reduction in dispute activity among teachers accounted 
for the lower levels of work stoppage measures in educa- 
tion. 


Occupation 


The distribution of work stoppages in many occupations 
changed markedly between 1975 and 1976 (table 5). 
The professional and technical category was the only one 
to undergo significant reductions for all strike measures, 
primarily because of 80 fewer teacher disputes. 

Only the clerical group experienced both higher absolute 
and relative levels of strike activity. Although the number 
of stoppages rose by only two between 1975 and 1976, 
the number of clerical workers who engaged in disputes 
increased fivefold and the days of idleness almost quad- 
rupled. Two clerical worker stoppages, one in New Jersey 
and the other in Pennsylvania, accounted for 55 percent of 
all clerical workers who struck in 1976. More than three- 
quarters of the days idle because of clerical workers 
striking were due to the Pennsylvania stoppage alone. The 
size of these disputes rose from an average of 43 workers to 
167 workers per strike, but the average duration fell from 
10 days to 8. 


Major issue 


About two-thirds of the government stoppages occurred 
because the parties could not agree on general wage issues 
(table 6). Between 1975 and 1976, the proportion of 
workers who struck because of wage disputes increased 
from 45 percent to 69 percent. The idleness rate increased 
from 56 percent to 78 percent. However, the higher pro- 
portions in 1976 did not rise to pre-1975 levels. Although 
the average size and duration of these strikes declined from 
1973 to 1975, such disputes were larger and longer in 
1976 than in 1975: Larger by 36 workers; longer by 2 days. 

le 1976, accommodations on both job security and 
plant administration matters led to 32 percent fewer stop- 
pages in each category. These downward movements be- 
tween 1975 and 1976 are even more significant when 
considered in relation to the two other major strike 
measures. The number of workers who participated in dis- 
putes over job security declined by two-thirds and those 
who engaged in walkouts over plant administration de- 
creased by almost nine-tenths. Similarly. there was more 
than a 50-percent decrease in days idle because of job 
security issues and greater than a 90-percent decline in 
idleness over plant administration issues. 

Disagreements over union organization and security 
issues led to more strikes in 1976 than in 1975. The num- 
ber of workers and days idle over these matters also in- 
creased substantially. 

The distribution of disputes by major issue varied be- 
tween government and all industries Workers who were 
involved in government wage disputes increased from 45 
percent to 69 percent but for all industries the proportion 
of workers rose from 46 percent to only 50 percent. 
Moving in opposite directions, days of idleness in public 
sector disputes called over wage matters increased greatly 
but all industry idleness over this issue fell slightly. While 
moving in the same direction in government and through- 
out the economy, the decline in idleness in the public 
sector because of disagreements over job security and plant 
administration was much more pronounced than in all 
industries combined. 

Although stoppages among government workers as 
a whole and among government workers at the local level 
were longer (more days idle per worker) in 1976, the trend 
varied when data were grouped by major issue (table 7). 
Walkouts throughout the government over union organ- 
ization and security were shorter than in 1975, as were 
those called over plant administration and other working 
conditions. In local government, plant administration dis- 
putes were shorter. 

The length per worker of stoppages in State govern- 
ment was about the same in 1976 as in 1975. However, 
the pattern of strike duration by major issue varied marked- 
ly between the two years. Walkouts called by State govern- 
ment workers over economic matters, union organization 
and security, and plant administration were shorter than in 


1975. Disputes over job security, on the other hand. aver- 


aged 19 days longer per worker. 


Stoppages by State 


For the third consecutive year, Pennsylvania repor ed 
more strikes among public employees than any of the .'7 
States that expenenced work stoppages in 1976 and the 
District of Columbia (table 8). Pennsylvania also ranked 
first in the number of workers (23 800) wh participated 
in its 93 labor disputes. 

Three heavily industrialized States in the Midwest 
Ohio, Illinois, and Michigan ranked second, third, and 
fifth in the number of stoppages during 1976. New Jersey 
experienced the fourth highest number of disputes. 

While there were just 23 stoppages in California, it 
ranked first in the number of days idle (494,200). Over 
half the days of idleness throughout the State resulted from 
just two strikes: One among 2,900 county government 
workers (95,000 days idle) and one among 6,400 city 
government workers (179 200 days idle). 

Pennsylvania experienced relatively more disputes in 
the education sector (35 percent of all strikes in this sector) 
than did any other State (tables 9 and 10); there were also 
proportionately more teachers’ strikes than in any other 
State (36 percent). The State accounted for almost one- 
fourth of all workers involved and approximately one- 
half of all days idle attributable to stoppages within educa- 
tion and among teachers. 

The major work stoppage in New York by hospital and 


health services workers accounted for one-half and one- 
third of the workers and days idle m this function, respec- 
tively . 

Seven labor disputes in Califommia among production 
and maintenance workers, other than sanitation and craft 
workers, accounted for 42 percent of al! such workers who 
struck during 1976. 


Stoppages by month 


The idleness rate in the public sector during 1976 was 
0.04 percent of estimated government working time (table 
11). As in past years, labor disputes in government peaked 
during September when education stoppages tend to occur. 
Correspondingly, workers involved and days idle reached 
their highest levels in September. 

September's high of 0.15 percent was less than half that 
month’s rate in 1975. Major work stoppages by teachers in 
1975 explain September's elevated idleness rate relative to 
both 1974 and 1976. 

Two government walkouts in 1976 that involved more 
than 10,000 workers were in effect for 3 days in June and 
4 days in August. They had a major impact on levels during 
these months. A statewide stoppage in Massachusetts ac- 
counted for 79 percent of all government workers who 
began strikes in June and 45 percent of idleness during the 
month. Almost half of the government workers who began 
strikes in August were participants in New York City’s 
hospital dispute. Slightly less than one-third of the days 
idle during August were attributable to the city walkout.
